The above-referenced U. S. Patent application was abandoned on March 24, 2004 due to 
failure to file a response to an office action. The first Office Action was issued by Examiner 
Badio and dated March 21, 2003 for which a response was filed on September 19, 2003 as 
evidenced by the certificate of mailing signed by Ms. Susan M. Ben-Oliel, attorney of record at 
that time.
